« - & temporary organization. The Repub-
«Moans met in caugus and decided upon
jrJudge Hoyt as permanent. chairman,
. There are in the convention twenty-four
., lawyers, fonrteen farmers, six engaged
in merchandising, five doctors, five
bankers, four stockmen, two real eslate
dealers, two mill men, two editors, two
teachers, two hop growers, two miners,
a preacher, mining engineer, logger,
auditor, fisherman and lumberman,
